Keelor rises from the valley

G reg Keelor has been at or near the top 
of the Canadian recording scene for 11 
or so years. With musical partner Jim Cuddy 
and their band Blue Rodeo, he’s been part of 
a multimillion-album-selling machine, in the 
process opening countless doors for other 
Canadian artists. 

But what happens when it all seems to be, 
on a personal level, crashing down? In the 
fall of 1995, as Blue Rodeo began recording 
their most recent album Nowhere to Here, 
Keelor discovered he’d been adopted and 
learned of his birth mother’s whereabouts. 
Not long after, during the middle of record- 
ing, he suffered a physically devastating fall, 
aggravating ear problems and triggering a 
latent diabetes. Despite being in “the Valley 
of Darkness,” as Keelor calls it, he managed 
in 1996 to not only tour the Blue Rodeo 
album but also to put together Pine Ridge: 
An Open Letter To Allan Rock, a compila- 
tion album featuring various Canadian 
artists in support of native activist Leonard 
Peltier. 

After what he calls a mentally and spiritu- 
ally regenerative retreat to India, Keelor 
once again entered the studio, this time to 
record his first solo album Gone. It’s a spa- 
cious, minimalist work featuring soft, melo- 
dious guitars and Keelor’s honest, searching 
voice. 

I recently had the opportunity to talk with 
Keelor about some of the events of the long 
and winding year of 1996. What follows are 
portions of our equally long and winding dis- 
cussion. 

Let’s start with Pine Ridge. What was the 
impetus for this album and how did you 
e. take involved with the Peltier defense move-

he first time Fred Eaglesmith saw me, he told 

me to shut up (those of you who know me — 
just don’t start). I had walked into a gig and started 
chatting up an old friend by the bar. Eaglesmith 
finished his tune, looked at me and said something 
about being rude enough to talk during other peo- 
ple’s performances. The audience clapped, I took 
my seat and assimilated lesson No. 1 about Fred J. 

: he does not mince words. 

This, in part, earned him a considerable repu- 
tation as a songwriter. He started in the 1980s 
writing hard-hitting, losing-the-farm tunes. 

“My songs are very intense — they're about 
pretty intense things,” Eaglesmith said last 
week by phone from his home in Ontario. He 
brings musical sidekicks Willie P. Bennett and 
Ralph Schipper to the City Media Club (6005 - 
103 St.) Friday, Jan. 31. 

With time, however, Eaglesmith’s songs 
became a little happier. “I think I got sick of the 
Birkenstock boys driving up in their Volvos . . . 
like I was supposed to keep them unhappy.” 

One stateside article on Eaglesmith reads: 
“The greatest singer/songwriter in America just 
happens to come from Canada,” and talking to 
Eaglesmith, I felt like a voyeur of the Great 
Canadian paradox. Here’s a guy about whose 
showmanship and songwriting there is simply 
no question, and he’s yet another of Canada’s 
best-kept secrets. Eaglesmith is astounded at 
the lack of support many musicians face in this 
country, even citing CBC Radio Edmonton as 
one of the worst perpetrators. “They’re awful 
there — they don’t give me the time of day.” 














Fred J. Eaglesmith got tired of people in Volvos and Birkenstocks wanting him to 
make them feel sad. So he started writing some happier tunes. 


South of the border, they can’t get enough. 
“We did nothing but tour in '96, but I probably 
only played eight or 10 gigs in Canada. There's 
a California station called K-PIG; they play us 
endlessly. We'd never been in that town before, 
but 175 people came to our show because some 
little station plays my records all the time. 

“We were just in Texas and played clubs 
where people wore guns on their hips, and they 
and their girlfriends chewed tobacco and spit 
— we got standing ovations everywhere.” 


Travelling the continent in an old bus, Eagle- 
smith has collected many similar stories. And 
that longevity lies at the heart of lesson No. 2 
about Eaglesmith. He is tenacious and under- 
stands the meaning of the long haul. “(Things 
are) changing now. I came up on the end of the 
folk revolution in Canada. ve been playing for 
about 20 years and now this year, I’m playing 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival for the first 
time.”

n Super Bowl Sunday, with at 

least one self-described sports 
fan in the group, it seems surprising 
the members of Gasoline Redhead 
aren't in a hurry to get the interview 
over with and get somewhere with a 
television. 

But Gasoline Redhead’s four 
members know better than to be 
in a hurry. They've all been around 
the Edmonton music scene long 
enough (“a combined 55 years,” 
calculates, and possibly exagger- 
ates, guitarist/vocalist Barry Lin- 
dal) to know things happen slowly 
sometimes. That’s why it’s taken 
them two years, with the same 
lineup, to begin work on a CD. 

“I moved here in ’83 explicitly to 
play music,” said guitarist/vocalist 
Dave Bacon, a former member of 
Edmonton expatriates SNFU. 


Gasoline Redhead performs at 
the grand reopening of the Ritz 
Diner (15135 Stony Plain Rd.), Sat- 
urday, Feb 1, along with Grey- 
hound Tragedy. Lately, they’ve 
been working with Tragedy front 
man Steve Loree in putting togeth- 
er demos of about a dozen songs 
that will probably be recorded in a 
studio sometime in March. 

“I think we're at a level now 
where we feel very confident 
going out there and performing. 
And we can back up the hype now, 
with the songs we've written,” said 
drummer Fred Patterson last 
Sunday as the band gathered at its 
practice space in what used to be 
a north-side club. 

The walls of the clubhouse are 
covered by posters from the likes 
of Echo and the Bunnymen, DOA, 
Nick Cave, Lydia Lunch and a 
“double bill from sheer hell with 
The Birthday Present.” “There are 
posters up there from bands we've 
been in, from shows we've gone 
to, from bands we've been influ- 
enced by,” said bassist Gord King. 

A Gasoline Redhead demo tape 
is thrown in the stereo, replacing 


the early "70s David Bowie which 
had been playing. The songs on 
the demo betray the influences of 
the bands on the walls. There’s a 
discernible punk-rock attitude, but 
also a discernible effort to create a 
musical hook and a vehicle for 
each player's instrumental talents. 

“We’re still rock guys,” said 
Patterson. “We're not ready to 
start folking out, which has hap- 
pened a lot around here lately.” 

Later, there are complaints 
about the current Edmonton scene 
— too many open stages where a 
toned-down, acoustic feel is 
expected. And a lot of bars with 
big enough stages to host live 
music but, unfortunately, 80 per 
cent are country bars. 

But they’re not complaining too 
loudly. Edmonton offers its ameni- 
ties, says Patterson. “Look at this 
place. This is a great rehearsal 
space. You couldn't have that in 
any other city unless you paid 
through the nose.” 

Besides, the members of Gaso- 
line Redhead know if they wait 
long enough the Edmonton scene 
will change in their favor. oO

? ve never seen a live performance 
by a PC before, so I had to pre- 
pare myself when the first thing I 
noticed upon entering People’s was 
a computer on stage. 

I'd been told Voice Industrie 
was “world-class” industrially 
speaking and that they sounded 
like Depeche Mode. A voice from 
the PA told the crowd to warmly 
welcome “Edmonton’s electronic 
darlings.” 

Ominous intro music began and, 
finally, the okay-enough-already 
dance-floor smoke cleared to 
reveal the trio delivering it: two 
men in the back, both behind key- 


boards, and one woman in front 
with a microphone and a lot of 
dancing to do. 

The band’s music is intense and 
driving — what some might call 
techno. Sure, there are samples 
and it is very danceable. But it’s 
impressive that Voice Industrie 
can make an engaging, vibrant 
show with such electronic music. 
Friday, the crowd was seething 
and there was never a shortage of 
dancers. 


Passionate vocals 


It reminded me of a scene from 
some bleak vision-of-urban-future 
movie, with all the equipment, 
flashing LEDs and leading man 
Alan Levesque wearing a com- 
pletely white quarantined-area suit 
and switching between caressing 
his keyboard and beating his elec- 
tronic drumkit. 

The only resemblance to 
Depeche Mode was in Levesque’s 


vocals. He sings well and passion- 
ately. His gestures really draw 
people into the show. Admittedly, 
Voice Industrie sounds a lot more 
like Depeche Mode than, say, 
Perry Como, but they've definitely 
got their own sound. 

According to keyboardist Fran- 
cis Tetrault, Friday was the band’s 
first show with new backup singer 
Monique Albert. Albert also per- 
formed on Fear, a track on the 
band’s LP The Anatomie, which is 
available in local record stores. 

Local openers Afterbirth were 
also impressive. Their first song 
involved two actors and the entire 
set_was riddled with costumes 
such as a straightjacket, a derby 
and cape and a big foam heart, and 
featured props like a camera, a 
cane and a needle.

ALights up. A man is on the ledge of 
a seven story building. Enter an argu- 
ing couple. Instead of querying the 
man as to why he’s on the ledge, 
they try to bring him into their argu- 
ment. Others interfere, but no one 
ever asks the man why he’s on the 
ledge. 

So begins Walterdale Theatre’s 
production of 7 Stories. 

The actor playing “the man,” 
David Mackintosh, is very excited 
to have an opportunity to play this 
edgy character. “This has actually 
been one of my favorite plays over 
the years. I've often got together 
with my friends to read it and I 


was really pleased to get the part.” 
Mackintosh sees a lot of paral- 
lels between the nameless man 
and himself. “I got the part 
because I’m a lot like the man. I 
have my habits and I'm a listener. 
People often talk over me.” 
Because Mackintosh, mid-30s, 
has similarities to a man who’s 
about to jump off a building, he’s 


_ had to take a long hard look at his 


own life. 

“I've learned to take things less 
for granted. More specifically, 
while studying my characters rou- 
tines, I started to see all the rou- 
tines I engage in all day. I’m 
reminded that at any second any- 
thing could happen that could turn 
your whole philosophy upside 
down.” 

Although it’s a play that causes 
the viewer to reevaluate life, 7 
Stories deals with life issues in an 
amusing way. “It’s a very funny 
play,” said Mackintosh. “The char- 


acter is hilarious. It’s a poignant 
humor about a man who is won- 
dering ‘to be or not to be.’ I play a 
straight man to all (the other char- 
acters’) funny stuff. 

“They make all these assump- 
tions about me, but no one ever 
asks why I’m there. We all make 
an exchange. Every character is an 
extreme part of his dilemma. The 
only problem is, no one will listen, 
but one.” 

The audience is kept in sus- 
pense until the end of the play as 
to why the man is on the ledge and 
whether he’s going to jump. Said 
Mackintosh, “it’s a very good 
evening’s entertainment, with a 
Canadian flavor to it. I’ve really 
enjoyed the experience, and I 
believe the audience will too.”

ave you ever craved an anti- 

Expo about people whose 
dreams have failed to materialize? 
The fine minds at Catalyst Theatre 
have and they’re about to satisfy 
that urge with the new Abundance 
series. 

Abundance One, opening 
tonight, explores a mythical 
small town called Abundance, 
Alberta. The town is populated 
with outcasts, misfits and ne’er- 
do-wells who have somehow 
fallen through society’s gaps to 
end up in Abundance. The 
upstanding citizenry of 
Abundance includes such indi- 
viduals as Willy Weed, the amaz- 
ing egg-blowing pyromaniac, 
Rose and her pig-faced baby, 
Goldie, the flying transsexual 
and Girl, the living lump. 

Are these characters yer typi- 
cal rouge-necked yokels for 
which Alberta so often gets 
stereotyped? 

Quite the opposite, say Cata- 
lyst’s co-artistic directors 
Jonathan Christenson and Joey 
Tremblay. The residents of 
Abundance are anything but 
ordinary — certainly, they do 
not represent the founding 
mythologies of the province. 
Said Tremblay, “There’s a feeling 
that if we were to be really hon- 
est about showing ourselves to 
the world, this would be an 
aspect that we should show.” 

The Abundance series gives 
Catalyst and its audience a 
chance to hear the voices of 
Alberta, usually silenced or 
ignored. But Tremblay maintains 
Catalyst isn’t trying to eat a 
moral hero cookie. “We’re not 
saying: ‘There’s people who 
ignore people . . . but we don’t!’ 
All of the exploration of the con-

al stories.” 

Abundance One, added Christ- 
enson, “may not seem to be mak- 
ing any overt political or social 
statements. Up until now, it’s 
been an exploration of these 
characters and their stories.” 

Abundance Two, which will 
be staged in a couple of months, 
will begin to contextualize the 
characters within historical 
events and to flesh out their rela- 
tionships to each other. 

Catalyst likes to produce pro- 
cess-oriented, collaborative the- 
atre and the Abundance plays 
are no different. Together with 
Tremblay and Christenson, 
designer Bretta Gerecke, dra- 
maturge Val Shantz, and each of 
the eight actors in the show have 
created their own characters 
through research, legend, myth, 
physical movement and their 
personal histories. “Aspects of 
people’s inner selves come out in 
the development of characters,” 
said actor Denise Kenney. For 
instance, Kelley's interest in sky- 
diving influenced her creation of 
an aviatress from the turn of the 
century named Matty the wing 
walker. 

Abundance One is not a 
straightforward narrative but a 
collection of eight short stories, 
each eight minutes long, told 
simultaneously. Every character 
tells his or her story from an 
individual wooden crate. The 
audience will be divided into 
groups of ten and will rotate 
from one crate to the next to re- 
flect the Expo experience-of 
moving between individual pavil- 
ions. Each crate, which the audi- 
ence is invited into, is unique. 
One mimics a peep-show while 
another opens like a music box. 

The innovative staging of the 
event forces spectators into a 
heightened awareness of them- 
selves as participating audience 
members, not just passive 
voyeurs. Audience response will 
be used in the development of 
Abundance Two. e@

he longevity of the phenomenon 

that is Star Wars standsjas a tes- 
tament not only to the power of the 
basic good-versus-evil epic at the 
heart of the series, but also to the 
power of one of the longest continu- 
ous marketing campaigns in human 
history. 

Here we are, 20 years after the 
release of the first film, and Siar 
Wars toys still top kids’ Christmas 
wish lists. If this continues after 
the re-release of the original films 
this year, I fully expect to one day 
fly my grandchildren to the holo- 
cinema in my robo-car to see Star 
Wars VII. A century of Star Wars? 
Watch for it. 

The latest addition, from Chron- 
icle Books, is a set of three tiny 
adaptations of the films, aimed at 
younger readers. 

Some, if not most, 20-whatevers 
will remember the Star Wars 
Storybook, a big, friendly book 
with bold, easy-to read type 
retelling the tale of Star Wars in 
language barely a step above Dick 
and Jane. The coolest thing was 
the numerous full-colour stills 
from the movie itself, stimulating 
the imagination and holding kids’ 
interest.

Books too small, too dull for 
true Star Wars aficionados. 


Chronicle’s new adaptations, | 
fear, don’t quite make this stan- 
dard. The books’ tiny size (about 
11x 9x3 centimetres) should frus- 
trate younger readers who like to 
spread out on the floor, and frus- 
trate older readers who are more 
than able to handle normal-sized 
books. If they can handle the 
Hardy Boys-level prose, they’re 
more than ready for a normal 
novel. 

The illustrations, too, are disap- 
pointing. Billed on the press 
release as “full colour,” they actu- 
ally have only one colour — blue. 
The realistic line-drawings could 
easily be storyboard illustrations 
of shots from the films. The best 
thing about them is their frequen- 
cy: one out of every two pages is 
an illustration! 

The most pleasing feature of the 
books (for me, at least) was the 


inclusion of the legendary “Han 
talks to Jabba” scene in the first 
movie, cut from the original film 
but restored for this year’s re 


release. I suspect this is the first 
commercial product spawned by 
the mighty Star Wars marketing 
machine to actually incorporate 
this stuff. And I'll warn you: the 
scene’s pretty lame; I can see why 
it was cut. The scary, lurking 


bounty hunter-hiring, assassin- 
sending underworld figure 
Jabba the Hutt is reduced to a 
whiny, two-bit hood. An edited 
sample: 

JABBA: Han, my boy, you disap- 
point me. Why haven't you paid 
me? 

HAN: Look, Jabba . L gota 
nice, easy charter now. Pay you 
back plus a little extra. I just need 
more time. 

JABBA (considering): Han, my 
boy, you’re the best. So, for an 
extra 20 per cent... 

HAN: Fifteen, Jabba. Don’t push 
It. 

JABBA: Okay, 15. 

If you're one of the millions who 
absolutely need to have everything 
even remotely connected to Star 
Wars, shell out your 30-plus bucks 
for all three quirky little volumes.

comedy with John Cleese is a 

tasty treat indeed. The veteran 
comic actor of Monty Python fame 
is as reliable as Domino's Pizza. If he 
doesn’t deliver the laughs in 30 min- 
utes, you probably ought to get your 
money back. 

Sadly, watching Fierce Creatur- 
esis rather like buying your fav- 
orite candy at the Macs only to 
find it’s been sitting on the shelves 
since the Trudeau years.

ees, sees the zoo as a ripe busi- 
ness opportunity and zips over to 
London to get net profits up. 
McCain’s son Vince (also Kline, 
with slightly less makeup) tags 
along, since he thinks Willa’s a 
babe and he’s at loose ends. 

And that’s really about it. I 
mean, they all get together at the 
zoo and wacky funny zaniness 
happens, but the whys and where- 
fores get a little obscure. The com- 
edy becomes pretty contrived and 
resorts to Three’s Company, “Mr. 
Roper — it’s not what you think!” 
situations. 

There’s a neat scene when Kline 
and Curtis first arrive at the zoo 
and Cleese starts on a “You Ameri- 
cans... !” diatribe before he 
knows who they are. 

Also, I never got a clear idea 
what we were supposed to think 
of Kline’s younger character. 
Should I love him or hate him, or 
love to hate him, or have luke- 
warm feelings about being melan- 
choly while hating him. I thought 
Kline learned his lesson about 
thinking things through after The 
January Man. 

Still, it has John Cleese. So if 
you don’t really feel like renting 
The Life of Brian again or if your 
Fawlty Towers video-collection 
was destroyed in a flood, you may 
want to take a gander at Fierce 
Creatures.
